WARS AND RUMOURS OF WAR IN JAPAN. 

Four days after the arrival of the last mail the Man- 
chester Examiner and Times, followed by all the London papers, 
including The Times, started paragraph in reference to the 
Extra to the Japan Commercial News of Oct. 10th, which our 
readers will remember announced the bombardment of Osaca. 
As the movements in Japan are now watched with great in- 
terest, we addressed the following letter to the daily papers :— 

Sir,—In reference to the intelligence in your paper yesterday, under 
the head of “Japan,” taken from the Manchester Examiner and Times, 
and backed up by the Japan Commercial News, I beg to enclose you the 
following, which appeared in the London and China Telegraph of the 
14th inst :-— 

“ Our advices give a complete contradiction to a rumour that reached 
Europe through French channels reporting ‘the bombardment and capture 
of Osaca by the Daimios.’ The statement, it appears, was first set afloat 
by the Japan Commercial News, and was to the effect that ‘ authentic in- 
formation had been received of the bombardment and capture of the Im- 
perial city of Osaca (and, some ay, of Kioko also), and that the Daimios 
were advancing with an army of 50,000 men for the capture of Yoko: 
hama.’ The only information really received et Yokohama was thi 
A plot was discovered to have been in actual existence amongst the re- 
tainers of Choshu to attack the castle-at Osaca, and seize upon the person 
of the Mikado. Upon this discovery a conflict arose between the Mikado’s 
soldiers and those of Choshu, which ended in the defeat of the latter with 
some killed and wounded on both sides.” 

Permit me further to point out that our advices from Kanagawa ( Yoko- 
homa is the strip of and om the shore of Kanagawa Bay, on which the 
English settlement is located) are to the 15th of October, five days later 
than the marvellous Extra to the Japan Commercial News, and they do but 
confirm the impression tbat the Daimios prefer peace to war and confla- 
gration.

SHIPS AND STEAMERS FOR THE CHINA TRADE, &. 


The P. and O. Company’s new steamer Golconda, now at Southampton, 
will, we understand, take out the next mails for Alexandria. The Syria 
will’ also shortly be ready to take up her station. The Pera, Captain 
Jamieson, will shortly be laid up for a thorough overhaul. 

‘The following are the particulars of the Wild Deer, belonging to Mr. 
John Dallas and built by Messrs. Charles Connell and Co., on Clyde — 
Register tonnage 1,000; length of keel and fore rake, 210 feet ; breadth 
of beam, exireme, 33 3-12 feet; depth of hold, 20 9-12 fect.

He then adverted to an offer the company ha‘ 
made six months ago to Government to give a double line of communica~ 
tion to Australia. ‘The offer was made at the request of the Governments 
and the directors had every reason to believe the Government would have 
considered it a very moderate one, and desirable to accept it. Recent 
advices front Australia informed them that it was so considered there, and 
that Sydney itself, which had always looked to the Panama route, wat also 
desirous of sovepting the offer. But although three mails had arrived at 
Australia since the offer had been made by the company no communica- 
tion had been received from the Government by the local authorities there 
on the subject. The directors had not pressed the matter at all, because 
the company was quite as well off with a single line, and rather better, 
than they would be with a double line. There was a prospect of increased 
trade with the East, which was likely to arise out of the new connection 
with Japan. They had ceasonally despatched @ vessel to ports there, 
their agent had been to Japan, and he thought it advisable to establish a 
regular line twice a month in connection with their China line. This 
would be done provided the Government would give them a moderate 
subsidy for carrying the mails. The admiral on the station was anxious 
they should do so is order to eave him the trouble of employing ships-of- 
war on that service.

Mr. GLIppon said he was glad that they had notffelt anything from the 
competition of the French steamers. He hoped they would continue to 
receive a large amount of cotton from India, and that the receipts for the 
conveyance of specie would not be a teupurary mutter, but become a per 
manent advantage to them.

He believed that Mr. Jones 
had examined the accounts in detail respecting the passenger traffic. It 
was true the French ships had carried some proportion of the passengers, 
but, independent of that, there had been a year of peace in India, and con- 
sequently there were nothing like the number of passengers carried to and 
fro that had been in former years. Another reason for the reduction in 
the number carried was that their- French competitors had relieved them. 
of carrying a small number of passengers at a particular period of the year 
when it was usual with the company to despatch one or two extra ships to 
bring them home and to go back empty. They had relieved them of thas 
service, and saved them the expense. As to the French packets carrying 
the mails, he believed they had afforded an opportunity to take some of 
them. A convention had been entered into, and it appeared subsequently 
that a proposition had been entertained to the effect that they should take 
out some part of the mails to China, but a representation was made from 
this company, and the matter dropped. The French ships only went 
monthly, while the Peninsular and Oriental Company's ships ‘started 
weekly, The Government could not break up the present arrangement

Admiral Corrin said_he believed their people did not gain any advan- 
tage by going in the French ships. A number of French people, no 
doubt, went by them ; but he believed the English people preferred their 
own steamers.

A SHAREHOLDER mentioned that a passenger from Iodia a short time 
back had told him that at Galle he met several passengers who had deter - 
mined to go home by the French steamers, but who had left them thera 
because they were so extremely uncomfortable.

THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

The proprietors were informed, in the last report, that at the request of 
the Postmaster-General they had stated the terms upon which they would 
be willing to double the existing mail service between Sydney, Melbourne, 
and Point de Galle, but that the tender would have to be submitted to the 
approval of the colonial authorities before an arrangement could be con- 

juded. The directors have nothing new to report on this subject, as it 
appears, by the latest advices from the colony, that no official communica- 
tion of the company’s offer had then been received from the home Go- 
vernment. 
THE PROPRIETORS’ UNDERWRITING ACCOUNT. 

The loss of the Colombo in November, 1962, falls upon this account for 
the financial year included in the present report. After charging it with 
this loss (£72,000), there remains a balance of £33,000; and as no other 
accident has occurred during the year, the directors recommend a payment 
of 1} per cent. on this account. The balance of £1,500 has been car- 
ried to the general reserve fund. 

CAPITAL, REVENUE ACCOUNT, AND DIVIDEND. 

The paid-up capital of the company stands at the same amount as at the 
close of the financial year of 1861-62, namely, — £2,100,000 ; but £66,000 
has been borrowed on debentures during the last year, making the deben- 
ture debt £500,000. The bonds for about £200,000 of this amount fall 
due in January next ; a portion issued five years ago bearing interest at 
4 pe? cent., and the remainder, issued three years ago, at 5 percent. The 
holders of these debentures have been informed that the directors will be 
prepared to renew them at 4} per cent., and if these terms are not accepted, 
they will be paid off pending a more favourable condition of the money 
market. 





‘The revenue account exhibits a satisfactory result of the year’s opera- 
tions, and the directors are consequently able to recommend the usual di- 
vidend of 9 per cent. and an aiditional payment of 2 per cent, leaviog 
abalance of £14,955. 10s. 3d.to be deducted from the capital account for 
depreciation. In explanation of this proposed addition to the ordinary re- 
serve of 5 per cent. for depreciation, it may be stated that some of the older 
vessels on the China station are not very well suited to the present require- 
ments of the trade, and are not of aclass tocommand a sale in the local 
market; they consequently stand at a higher Sgure in the books than they 
would Probably realise, and this amount will reduce their nominal to about 
their actual value.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
’  AsrerpaM, Do, 28, 
The Second Chamber of the States-General has been inde- 
fatigably employed in getting through the important business 
of the session previous to its adjournment for the holidays. 
The Colonial Budget was successfully passed as made up by the 
Minister for the Colonies, by forty-one to twenty-four votes, but 
only after some sharp debates, in which the Opposition tried 
very hard to alter a good deal of it, though in vain. On the 
other hand, the Bill for the disposal of the colonial surplus was 
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passed unanimously. The finances of this country are in such 
& prosperous condition that on the debate for appropriating five 
millions and a half of florins towards the reduction of the 
National Debt—as proposed by the Government—the Second 
Chamber thought proper to increase the amount to eleven 
millions and a half of florins, very nearly a million sterling. 
Previous to the adjournment two other Bills of great importance 
‘Were passed ; the repeal of the import duties of coals, coke, 
firewood, turf, and all other articles of fuel, which was agreed to 
by fifty-five to six votes, and the increase of the excise duty on 
home-distilled spirits to thirty-five florins per vat or hectolitre, 
which, after a slight alteration in the wording of the Bill, was 
passed by forty-nine to eleven votes. It is understood that 
unless anything pressing should happen to require the earlier 
Meeting of the Second Chamber, they will not reassemble 
before the 15th or 16th of February next. 

The First Chamber has been convened since last mail for the 
despatch of business. ‘A number of Bills were sent up from the 
Lower House and placed in the hands of the different standing 
committees to examine and report on. On the proposal of Mr. 
Philipse, the President of the Chamber, the whole body waited 
on the King to offer their congratulations on the fifty years’ 
existence of the independence of the kingdom under the dynasty 
of the House of Orange-Nassau. They have now adjouraed for 
the usual Christmas recess. 

Considerable apprehensions had been entertained here for 
the safety of the chartered transport Anna Sophia, Captain 
Beckering, which sailed from Nicuwe Deep on the 28th Nov. 
with a detachment cf supplementary troops for Java, as men- 
tioned in my letter of the 22nd of that month, as she was 
exposed to the fearful storm of the 4th inst. in the North Sea. 
A despatch, however, has been received from Capt. Ermeling, of 
the E.I. Engineers— the officer in command of the detachment 
—-stating that the vessel happily weathered the gale without 
encountering any serious damage, and arrived safely off Dover 
on the 12th inst., where she took on board a Channel pilot, and 
was proceeding down the Channel by the latest advices. Her 
losses consisted in sundry boats stove in, some hencoops washed 
overboard, a few sails torn to ribbons, some spars broken, and 
—a dead cow. 

H.N.M’s steam corvettes Mfetalen Kruis, Captain-Lieut. 
J. E. de Man, and Princess Amalia, Captain-Lieut. J. J. Wichers, 
which vessels have been fitting out for the reinforcement of the 
naval squadron in Japan, sailed in company on the 1Sth inst. 
from the Texel for their destination. 

The new first-class steam corvette Curazao, of 16 guns, was 
successfully launched on the 10th inst. at the Royal Dockyard at 
Vlissingen, It is stated in naval circles that she is to be im- 
mediately fitted out for foreign service, and rumour adds that 
her destination is the East India station. 

The following first-class vessels have becn chartered by the 
Netherlands Trading Company to load cargoes of produce in 
Java for the undermentioned ports :—Doesborgh, Captain Span- 
derman, Sperwer, Captain Opperman, Hollandia, Captain Ruige, 
Jacqueline and Elise, Captain Krakkenberg, Willem Hendrik, 
Captain Beckering, Vriendschap, Captain Jansen, and Madura, 
Captain van Bruggen, for Amsterdam ; Cornelia, Captain de 
Vries, Fop Smit, Captain Leverstein, and Nederland, Captain 
van Eb, for Rotterdam ; and Graaf Dirk 1II., Captain Rotgans, 
for Dordrecht. 

The Dagblad, of the Hague, contains the following :—* The 
French Government has lately received a present that promises 
to be of the greatest importance for Algeria in particular and 
the production of cotton generally. Mr. van der Gruiten, 
Roman Catholic missionary and Pastor at Batavia, discovered 
some time ago, in the country of the Dayaks, a new species of 
the cotton tree, some seeds of which he planted in his garden 
with the most perfect success. In less than four months they 
bore au astonishing number of pods, the quatity of the cotton 
being distinguished by the pure whitencss of its colour aud the 
soft and silky texture of the staple. Ie made a present of 
part of the seeds he obtained to M. de Codrika, the French 
Consul-General at Batavia, who immediately forwarded them to 
his Government, by whom the present was greatly appreciated, 
and the secds have been sent off to Algeria to be cultivated in 
the Imperial model farm there.”

Asit is 
utterly impossible that so insignificant a quantity as 80,000 bags can suffice 
for the requirements of commerce for six months, many people are led to 
believe that it is the beginning of a change in the system of the company’s 
sales, and that instead of only two large sales in the year there will be, in 
fiiture, six or eight smaller ones.

CONSUL SWINHOE ON FORMOSA. 

At the meeting of the Royal Geographical Society held on 
the 14th inst, the paper on Formosa, by Mr. Swinhoe, was 
read. A full notice of this paper appeared in our issue of the 
27th Nov. At the conclusion of the reading, 

Lord StRancrorp expressed a hope that a little pressure might be put 








upon the Hydrographic Office to complete the necessary surveys, s0 as to 
facilitate navigation. 

Admiral CoLtinson said he bad surveyed the coast on either side 
about eighteen years si and found the east coast tolerably populous, 
and with terraced cultivation along its very bold outline. But he doubted 
whether much commercial intercourse could possibly take place, not 
merely because this was the side where the aborigines were chiefly found, 
but also because there was not one single harbourage that could be pro- 
nounced safe, while the current of the Pacific Gulf stream was so strong 
that on one occasion it carried him 200 miles against the wind in two 
days. He saw no Chinese boats even till he got near the coal and sul- 
phur region at Keling, on the north-east side of the island. The abori- 
gines were a remarkably good-looking, manly race. 

Sir Hanny Parkes suggested a survey of the island of Hainan as well 
as Formosa. After glancing at the early history of the latter island, 
which was only finally colonised by the Chinese in 1682, he stated that 
he could corroborate most of Mr. Swinhoe’s remarks and suggestions as to 
Tam-suy being the best port ; and it was much to the credit of the Chinese 
that they had put the most liberal construction upon Lord Elgin’s treaty, 
which threw Formosa open, without designating the ports, and under 
which they permitted trade at any one we might select. He mentioned 
that at least five races might be said to converge in this amall archipelago, 
the Pescadores Islands (to the west), consisting exclusively of Chinese; 
Botel.Tobaga (to the south-east) of Malays ; Sumasana of Japanese, who, 
he aid, had once been a sort of roving mercenaries before the present 
exclusive policy was adopted ; while in Formosa itself all these were found, 
to acertain extent, mingled with the aboriginal Chinese tribe of the 
Miaou.tze, and some (present) examples of the Negritos of Polynesia, the 
two latter never approaching the coast. 





























MORE ABOUT KAGOSIMA. 
The following is an extract from a private letter dated Yokohama, Oct, 
1, 1863: 

“The action of Kagosima is still under criticism, as regards itself and 
its consequences. The peculiar features of that affair are:—1. The total 
disuse or forgetfulness of the proper use of the Avmarong guns, which 
would at long range have effected just as much damage without the loss of 
so many valuable lives as was done at close quarters. 2. An attack in a 
gale of wind and rough sea. 8. Euryalus taking position close to a target, 
about 400 yards from the forts, at which the Japanese had been practising’ 
for months. 4, There was no anticipation of a fight, and it was regard 
by all es a pleasant diplomatic cruise, which was to end in the payment by 
Satsuma of some thousands of dollars, We are also told that no action 
was apprehended after the capture of the material guarantee, é.e., the three 
steamers. And it is admitted that as the fleet went to sea the firing was re- 
sumed by the forts along the coast as the ships passed. There has been 
no negotiating since the fight, nor any attempt to prevent the repairs of 
the damaged forts, which are probably as strong as at first. ‘The report of 
the fight rendered by Satsuma appears to be believed by the Tycoon’s 
Government, for a few days ago a member of the Grand Council renewed 
his request that all foreigners should leave the country, and it is rumoured 
that all the hostile Daimios are mustering in arms to carry out this policy 
should the Tycoon nor succeed in it. 

“The French have taken the most commanding part of the South 
Yokohama bluffs and hoisted the tricolour; the British portion is outside 
the French, and commands the sea and some part of the settlement. 
‘These heights are the key of the position, from which the town could be 
easily destroyed; they will, therefore, undoubtedly be occupied in the 
event of hostilities. “The French have also landed stores and coals, &c. 
Our Admiral does nothing without home orders, and the present protec- 
tion of the place is dependent on the Frenchmen on shore, and in case of 
an attack the English residents would remove to the ships, and thus vir- 
tually do what the Japanese want—go away. 

“The following item of news is significant, A French officer of 
Zouaves (and cousin of the Admiral Juarez) was cut to pieces in 
country about two miles from Yokohama on the Yedo side, as he was 

joing out in that direction. The body was brought in fearfully gashed. 

‘he cause of this is unknown, and will probably remain in obscurity, 
but it gives the French a famous excuse for military Somupaiton, and it 
is more than probable that they will use it as a casus belli, into which 
we shall doubtless be drawn. It is already rumoured that the burning 
of a town near the scene of the murder has been determined on, if 
the murderers are not given up by ten o'clock this evening; so the 
Belle Court does not regard money as a compensation for wanton blood 
as your Foreign Secretary seems to do. A doubt exists as to the origin 
of the murder, and whether the officer infrin; in any way the cus- 
toms of the country. His horse was also badly cut up.” 











THE RUTHLESS BURGEVINE. 
(THE TMg8.) 

‘The Taipings are very bad; they slaughter men, women, and children, 
and they torture the Tartars ; sometimes, also, they burn cities when forced. 
to leave them ; and they are like locusts on the land, devouring every- 
thing upon jt. But there was one atrocity they did not commit, and it 
remained to be taught them by a civilised soldier. They did not won- 
tonly destroy the mulberry trees when they scattered themselves over the 
silk districte, Perhaps they had. their reasons. for th Perhaps they 
dreaded the despair of the inhabitants, and even a Taiping might be 
supposed capable of an unwilli t6 undertake a devastation which 
would be at the same time jous and unprofitable. Burgevine, 
however, publicly announces that this was the plan of his operations. He 
has published a long statement in the China papers as a defence to charges 
of drunkenness and violence brought against him by his own comrades, 
and in answer to imputations of treachery cast upon him both by Impe- 
rialists and rebels. In this paper he vows, and even insists, that it was 
because the ‘laipings refused to lend themselves to this diabolical design 
of destroying the industry of millions for twenty years that he planned 
the enterprise of stealing the seme that had “been intrusted to his 
charge and going back to the Imperialists, from whom he had deserted. 
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Yet this Burgevine, when in the Imperial service, was reported to be a 
well-mannered, quiet, determined man. If he had been placed in inde- 
dent command with a given object assigned him, be might Possibly 
wa done great service to the cause of order in China, and might have 
run an honourable career. Unfortunately for him, he was but the mer- 
cenary soldier of a provincial Governor, who left his forces without pay or 
sustenance, and exercised a jurisdiction over him which thwarted all his 
plans. But no man is fit for such work as Burgevine undertook unless 
he can endure as well as achieve, and he has made, perhaps, the worst 
that could have been made of an originally false position. What he will 
now do, whether he will go back to the Imperial service, and serve again 
under some provincial Mandarin, is not of much importance. The only 
interest we take in his fortunes is the interest which attaches to him as an 
example of what must happen to every soldier of tortune who submits to 
take the position which, in Chinese estimation, is attached to a mere par- 
tisan chief. He must become either a pirate or a victim. 

It was to avoid such rocks as these that public opinion in England sanc- 
tioned the expedition which went forth some months since, under the com- 
mand of Commodore Sherard Osborn. It was felt that our relations with 
China had reached such a stage of importance that we had, perhaps, a 
greater national interest in the security of the country than even the Man- 
darins of Peking themselves. The sudden flood of trade which occurred 
upon the opening of the Yang-tze-Kiang astonished and almost be- 
wildered even those who were borne on by it to fortune. Our merchant 
looked on in apprehension while such masses of treasure were afloat upon 
unknown and unguarded rivers, and upon pirate-haunted coasis. In 
former days we should have made a dash at territory, and should have 
followed our commerce and protected it by dominion. But modem Eng- 
land has renounced the inconveniences and immoralities of conquest. To 
undertake the responsibility of keeping order in a kingdom where we had 
no authority to do justice was plainly inadmissible. But when Mr. Lay, 
the European Controller of Chinese Customs, reported that he was col- 
Jecting for import duties alone more than three millions sterling, and that 
this was an increasing sum—when, moreover, it was made clear that 
with ordinary management of the salt monopoly and of the other 
established sources of revenue the Government of China must be one of 
the richest in the world,—it was felt that China could afford to pay for a 
respectable force to secure the trade from which she, as well as ourselves, 
was deriving such large profits, It was for this purpose that we were 
ready to lend the Imperialiats our best naval skill and our European ap- 
pliances of war. Not that we desired touphold a Tartar dynasty, or any 
other particular dynasty, but that we looked for security from the only 
Government that appears possible. We fear that the Court of Peking has 
somewhat misunderstood the motives of the English Government, and of 
those Englishmen who have already done so much to infuse new life into 
the decrepit Chinese body politic. When Mr. Lay and Captain Osborn 
arrived at the Chinese capital, they found that the statesmen of Peking 
were willing, indeed, to give sufficient guarantees for the payment of the 
English squadron, and content to allow these payments to be made 
out of the ample Customs’ revenue clolected by Mr. Lay; but they 
insisted that our naval officers should act under the orders of, 
and as subordinates to, the Chinese Governors of provinces. Until 
this point is thoroughly sctiled, Captain Osborn declines to put 
his force in action, It the Peking authorities should prove obstinate in 
this matter, he will ask instructions from his own Government as to his 
future course; but he, of course, will not place himself in the position of 
such adventurers as Burgevine, nor accept a responsibility to any Chinese 
superior except the Supreme Council of the Empire. ‘This, as we under- 
stand it, is the only difficulty at present existing at Peking. It has probably 
arisen in a great measure from the unfortunate accident of the absence of 
the British Minister in Tartary. Upon his return to his diplomatic duties 
at Peking, we trust that the energy and tact of Sir Frederick Bruce will 
set this straight. It is hardly to be supposed that even Chinamen can be so 
obtuse as not to see that the aid which is at hand is not a mere proffer of 
hands and ships to be hired at a price, but a great and decisive alliance 
with the representatives in China of the moral and physical force of the 
Western nations. We expect that the next mail will give us decisive news 
of the position. Meanwhile the squadron is safely arrived, well in hand, 
‘and ready for service. 








DEPARTURE OF THE ANNAMITE AMBASSADORS 
FROM SUEZ. 

The steam transport Japon arrived at Suez on the 12th 
inst., from Saigon. This is the vessel appointed to carry home 
the Annamite ambassadors at the end of the present month, 
If the news which we published in the last number of the 
London and China Telegraph is to be relied upon, the feelings of 
one of the ambassadors, poor Sousthan-Gian, cannot be very 
agreeable at the present moment; but we trust that the 
French authorities will be able to save him from the judicial, 
or, rather, imperial murder which is said to hang over his head, 
Unfortunately, however, the chances seem to be that this new 
irruption of Western civilisation into the East will produce the 
usual fruits, and that the fate of tho unfortunate Sousthan- 
Gian will be swamped in @ sea of carnage, But Eastern 
ministers are as acute and as cunning as Italian priests, and it 
is just upon the cards that the ambassador under sentence of 
death may become a very important auxiliary to the French, 
who, we feel sure, will not abandon to certain destruction one 
of thé men who signed the treaty conferring upon France three 
splendid provinces, 

Ono of tho ambassadors accompanied by' a secretary has 





visited Rome and been received by the Pope, whom he informed, 
by order of his master Tu-Duc, that the prosecution of Chris- 
tians had ceased in the Annamite empire, and that the stipula~ 
tions in favour of the Christians contained in the treaty with 
the French would be scrupulously adhered to. Of course every 
one will estimate the value of these assurances, under present, 
circumstances, according to his own special opinion. We 
should be sorry to have the life of any friend depending on 
their being made good. 

The Ministerial press is working hard to make a new Annam- 
ite war popular in France. Able pens are employed to supply 
columns of matter to the ministerial journals on the subject of 
the new French oolony in the Far East, and we have to read 
over and over again the political and commercial geography of 
Cochin-China and Cambogia, and the list of their wealth of pro- 
duction. Some of the notices are written with great skill 
and no doubt with some truth—and contain matter for all 
classes of readers, but especially the commercial and the 
military, which rank equally in all French schemes of so-called 
colonisation. 

The habits and peculiarities of the Annamites detailed in 
these narrations would make an amusing article, but wo 
must confine ourselves to those portions which have a direct 
bearing on the material interests of the world at large, and on 
the probable fate of the new settlement. In the first place, 
then, all the statements of French writers at the present 
moment tend to place the Cochin-Chinese in a much higher 
position than their cousins the Chinese in a military point of 
view ; but the facts are not given with sufficicut distinctness to 
enable us to judge whether this is merely the result of a wise 
determination not to undervalue an opponent, or whether it 
arises from the feeling that, the greater the apparent danger to 
be faced the greater may be the amount of glory claimed here- 
after. On the whole, however, we are inclined to think that 
other accounts and actual events warrant the inference sought 
to be established. One circumstance upon which a good deal 
of stress is laid in the accounts alluded to deserves attention 
for itself ; we allude to the large number of Chinese proper 
said to be found in Lower Cochin-China. They are declared 
to have amounted to thirty thousand families when the French 
arrived, and it is taken for granted that they have increased 
since that time. These Chinese are said to possess all 
kinds of privileges, and to have complete command both 
of the trade and commerce of the country. The Chinese 
penetrate everywhere, we are told, in spite of war, piracy 
and risks of every kind, and frequently fores the Annamite 
peasant to sell his small crop of rice to them whether he desire 
to do so or not, thus making up cargoes from the aggregation 
of small lots, which are afterwards carried to My-tho or to 
Cho-Leun. There is one thing that throws some doubt over 
the French accounts relative to Saigon, namely, that constant 
reference is made to Singapore trade, in which errors are as 
plentiful as blackberries. ‘Ihe inference drawn from these 
statements is that no jealousy will be created in the minds of 
these Chinese colonists in Cochin China, as their mode of action 
is far superior, in @ commercial point of view, be it understood, 
than any the Europeans could adopt ; and, while it is admitted 
that during the time that hostilities existed be'ween the French 
and the Annamites the Chinese leaned towards the native 
Mandarin, it is argued, and apparently with good reason, that 
this simply arose from the fact that the officials of the country 
could command the market of My-tho and the southern pro- 
vinces of the empire. The principal centre of the Chinese 
colonisation is said to be Cho-Leun, about two leagues only from 
Saigon ; the population being divided into seven groups, each 
having a chief called Hong-phoo, who, either by tolerance or 
usurpation, wears the Imperial yellow button. This colony 
naturally includes a considerable number of sailors, who arrive 
in the great junks from Fo-Kien, Konang-Fon, and Hainan (1), 
but after the conquests by the French, Saigon is said to have 
been inundated by a motley crowd, including men utterly broken 
down through gambling and opium, artizans of all classes, a 
sprinkling of men who carried with them the means of engaging 
in important ventures, and a considerable number of pirates, 
who soon found occupation, 

One of the first difficulties which met the French was the 
want of a language through which to communicate with the 
natives. Schools were, therefore, established for teaching the 
Annamites French—beginning as usual, from a commercial or 
any practical point of view for colonists, at the wrong end— 
instead of setting the French to learn Annamite, However, we 
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are told that the progress has been highly satisfactory, and that 
the natives who had never before studied anything but English 
and Latin, the former at the Singapore school, aud the latter of 
the Catholic missionaries, are getting on rapidly with their 
French, and that the native merchauts of Saigon every night, 
a8 soon as business is done, set to work to repeat a string of 
words which they call their French lesson! But the education 
which we are told advances most rapidly is that derived from 
tho French soldiers, from whom the Anuamites learn to “ chat, 
laugh, and salute in true military style,” in which we trust they 
may find something to their advantage hereafter. “ Thus,” says 
the writer, in the Monifeur, in concluding one of his articles, 
“a common languago is growing up which, in spite of. English 
“influence, heretofore all powerful,marks the passage in China of 
“twenty thousand Frenchmen, and their establishment in 
“ Annam.” 

Few people will see in these articles much more than an 
anxious desire to render the subject of the establishment of the 
French in Cochin-China a popular matter, but I have mixed 
with all classes of society here, and have tuken some trouble to 
trace out the existence of any feeling upon the subject, and I 
‘am bound to say that with the exception of a very small class 
of commercial men and enlightened political- economists, I have 
failed to find a single man in all Paris who seems to care a 
dump about China, Cochin-China, Japan, or any other part of 
the Far East. The military exhibit not the slightest interest in 
the prospect of another struggle with semi-barbarians, in a 
military sense at all events ; and as to the public at largo, Cochin 
China has no more attraction for them than New Caledonia, to 
which one will go to, or Cayenne, from which everyone wants 
to got away, 





THE CAPE OF GOOD HUPE. 


Our advices form the Cape of Good Hope are to the 21st of 
November. The whole community there were in a state of 
great excitement on account of the seizure of a British barque 
by the commander of the Federal man-of-war, Vanderbilt. We 
extract the following particulars from the Cape and Natal News 
of the 23rd :— 


Some excitement was occasioned in Capetown on Thursday morning, Oct. 
24, by the entrance into ‘Table Bay of the well known Federal-American 
steam man. of-war Vanderbilt, of whose arrival at Mauritius we had then 
recently heard It appears that Captain Baldwin, who, after leaving 
Simon's Boy, an up to Mauritius in the expectation of finding the Cone 
federate cruizer Georgia on the patent slip there, on learning that he had 
been misled by false information, resolved to return to the Cape. He 
accordingly left Mauritius on the 10th of October, looked into Algoa and 
Simon’s Bays on his way down the coast, and then came on to Table 
Bay, only to receive full confirmation of the intelligence ob- 
tained at the ports of call, that the Alabama and ker sister “pirates,” 
as it is bis pleasure to miscall them, had apparently taken their final 
departure from our shores, and were gone, no one knew whither. 
Capt. Baldwin obtained permission to remain here some days, for the 
purpose of overhauling his machinery, refitting, and repairing. Ho applied 
to the Governor for permission to take in coal, but that was refused, upon 
the ground that three months had not elapsed since the Vanderbilt had 
obtained coal at an English port. She had, in fact, within that time, 
coaled at St. Helena, at Simons Bay, and at Mauritius. Captain Baldwin 
and the American Consul waited upon the Governor to remonstrate 
against the decision, but are reported to have had the wind taken out of 
their sails by a reference on the part of his Excellency to one of the 
letters written by the Consul to himself when the Alabama was here, in 
which the Consul very arbitrarily laid down the utmost limit of the privi- 
leges to which she would be entitled. This being the first visit of the 

‘anderbilt to Table Bay, there was natnrally a strong desire on the part 
of the denizens of the city and suburbs of Capetown to inspect the mam- 
moth war-ship of which so much had been heard and read, and during her 
stay here large numbers of persons visited the vessel, and were 
‘most courteously received and entertained by the officers, Naturally 
enough, many persons endeavoured to institute a comparison between the 
fighting qualities of the Vanderbilt and those of the more celebrated 
Alabama. The balance of opinion was decidedly in favour of the latter ; 
the Vanderbilt, notwithstanding her heavier armament and superior speed, 
being comparatively slightly built, having all her machinery on dec! 
Presenting an immense “mark” to an enemy, while the deck of the 
Alabama is only cight feet above the water. But, as we remarked at the 
time, we are content to accept as conclusive upon that Point the opinion 
of the commander of the Confederate, who is much better acquainted 
than we can possibly be with the capabilities of his own vesel, and, pro- 
bably, also with those of the enemy. He informed us from his own li 
that if compelled to fight he should do so under great disadvantages. He 
believed the Vanderbilt to be much faster, 10 carry a far superior arma- 
ment, and to be in all respectsa much more powerful vessel than his own. 

While the Vanderbilt was in port, the Custom-house officers seized on 
board the Flower of Yarrow, a vessel etaployed regularly in the coasting 
trade, which had arrived from Ichaboe a few days previously, three bales 
of hops and two boxes of tobacco, which were believed to have formed 
Part of the cargo of the Sea Bride, the Federal barque, captured by the 
Alabama at the entrance to Table Bay, and sold by Captain Semmes to 
Captain Elmstone, who has since left the Cape. On the following day, 
the 27th ult, the Vanderbilt weighed anchor and left Table Bay, it being

given out that Captain Baldwin had determined to return direct to the 
American coast, believing that the Alabama and her consorts had gone in 
that direction for the purpose of preying upon Federal merchant vessels, 
On the 4th November the schooner Atlas arrived from Penguin Island, 
and the captain reported that he bad been boarded by an officer and boat's 
crew of the Vanderbilt, who, besides overhauling his papers, opened the 
hatches of his vessel and examined her cargo. After this, the Vanderbilt 
made a straight course for Anyra Pequina, the too-well-known rendez- 
vous of the Confederate cruizers, 

Upon learning this, the Government at once ordered up the Valorous 
from Simon’s Bay, for the protection of any British interest that might 
chance to be imperilled. The Valorous left Simon's Bay on Saturday 
evening, the 7th inst., and returned on Sunday. : 

On the following day various exciting rumours were circulated in Cape- 
town, It was asserted that the officers of the Valorous had reported that 
the Vanderbilt had visited Angra Pequina, captured there the barque Saron 
(formerly the American barque Lucy Johnson), the property of Messrs. 
‘Wm. Anderson, Saxon, and Co., laden with part of the cargo of the 
Alabama's prize, the Tuscaloosa; placed a prize crew on board of her, 
and sent herto New York, transferred the crew of the Sazron (with the 
exception of the chief officer, who was said to have been killed) to either 
the Good Hope or the Isabelle, and subsequently destroyed or taken away 
a depot of coal established upon Penguin Island. Upon inquiry, we 
ascertained that Mr. W. J. Anderson, of the firm of Wm. Anderson, 
Saxon, and Co., hadreceived from his agent at Simon's Bay a communica. 
tion informing him that on Sunday moming H.M. 8. Valorous re- 
turned to Simon’s Bay from her cruise along the West Coast on the 
track of the Vanderbilt, aod that her officers reported the seizure of the 
Sazon by the Vanderbilt, the transfer of her crew to the Isabelle, the 
reported death of the mate, who was said to have been shot by one of 
the officers of the Vanderbilt, and other circumstances. There did not, 
however, appear to be very good authority for any of these statements, 
the only information the officers of the Valorous obtained having been 
received from some labourers at Ichaboe. There were no vessels at 
Angra Pequina when the Valorous entered the harbour, and some men 
observed upon Penguin Island disappeared when a boat from the vessel 
approached the shore to communicate with them. Capt. Forsyth, 
however, subsequently managed to communicate with some labourers, who 
informed him that the Vanderbilt bad been there several days previously, 
after having examined Penguin Island, shipped the greater portion of 250 
tons of coal which she found there, and destroyed the remainder ; that 
while ahe was lying off Penguin Island, the Sazon came from the inner 
harbour, was overhauled close to the land, seized, placed in charge of a 
prize crew, and despatched to New York. The men further stated that 
Captain Sheppard (the commander of the Sazon) and the crew were 
afterwards placed on board a coasting vessel, in order to be taken to the 
Cape, Rumours were current in town that the vessel which received the 
crew of the Saron was the Good Hope and not the Isabelle, the latter also 
having been seized by the Vanderbilt; but we were not able to trace them 
to any reliable source. The Good Hope was bound to Sandwich Harbour 
and Walwich Bay, and may be hourly expected to return to the Cape. 





A Trip To Jaran,—The following is an extract from a private letter 
dated Hong Kong, November 1 :— I had a most delightful trip to Japan, 
with which and its people I was truly delighted. Kxclusives ! they are 
the most cosmopolitan people I ever met. The Government and its 
officials of all degrees, who have all they want and oppress the masses, 
are, no doubt, extremely anxious to prevent friendly intercourse with us 
(and more so the Daimios), which would lead to the creation of an en- 
lightened middle class, when their arbitrary and unjust rule would be 
ended ; but, I repeat, the people themselves, as far as we have yet become 
acquainted with them, long for foreiyn intercourse and the sweets of com- 
merce. Wherever I went, and walked and rode for miles around Yoko- 
hama, the country people begged me to stop and chat, offering tea and 
pipes and «sake, ‘and anything they had. ‘This is when no oficials are 
looking on. I am afraid we shall not be allowed to carry on trade 
much longer, unless serious notice is taken of our failure to enforce our 
demands on Satsuma, and his successful resistance to a powerful British 
squadron. We have every reason to believe that the Tycoon is with us 
(he profits very largely by foreign trade st Yokohama), and is only 
waiting to see whether we are both willing and able to force ourselves 
upon the country, if » and maintain our treaty rights; but we 
cannot expect him to openly declare himself on our side as long as he 
sees a possibility of being left in the lurch, and at the mercy of the powerful 
Daimios who have sworn that the hated foreigner shall never have free 
access to their territories, &e. E ing will depend upon the in- 
structions which may be sent out in reply to the despatches announcing the 
Kagosima action, Well may the Japanese take our conduct at present 
for anything but forbearance seeing, lying at anchor at Yokohama, sixteen 
British vessels of all sizes, two French frigates, a Prussian frigate, an 
American and Dutch corvette, They lump all Europeans together, and 
not understanding the idea of awaiting instructions, after the Kagosima 
rough handling and the firing upon any vessel of any European 
nation (even Dutch) that attempt to pass through the Inland Sea, they 
must, indeed, feel proud, and declare, as they do, that we must get greater 
force from England before attempting anything against them. No doubt 
there is a strong party unfavourable to foreigners, and these will grow em- 
boldened if they see that Satsuma escapes with impunity. Indeed, my 
firm belief is that we shallhave to evacuate Yokohama very soon afier it 
becomes known that we do not intend vigorously to assault Satsuma. 

Crinesg MARRIAGES IN AUSTRALIA.—A correspondent to the 
Christian World represents isters as administering the rite of Chris- 
tian baptism to persons, Chinese, whom they know to be idolaters, and 
that this is done to facilitate the marriage of the Chinaman with some 
pretty girl who does not like to marry a heathen. A few Irish girls have 
Barred Chinamen in Australia; but that any minister of any of the de- 
nominations would lend himself to be the base individual to baptise a 
heathen that he might marry, there is no one here willing to believe. Some 
one in the “bush” must have been writing to friends at home, and was 
resolved upon a sensation paragraph.

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DESERTION OF BURGEVINE.—THE BEGINNING OF 
THE END. 

‘Tue very unexpected intelligence brought by the last China 
Mail, of the return—shall we call it to duty 1—of Burcrvine 
and his subordinate mercenaries, has elicited from the com- 
munity at home every possible shade of opinion. By some it 
has been hailed as foreshadowing the approaching termination 
of a struggle which, though less heroic in incident, has been ten 
times more deadly in effect than the Civil war of America. 
Others, not a few, deplore what they are pleased to call a 
defection, because they continue to be infatuated with the 
notion that the Taiping Rebellion is to become more or less 
gradually an introduction to the spread of Christianity, with 
which wo need hardly remind our readers it has absolutely not 
@ single precept or dogma in common. Others look forward to 
@ vast start in commerce, such as will completely distance the 
already marvellous expansion of our trade. A very few regard 
it as important only as evidencing the weakness and exhaustion 
of both parties. We confess we are rather disposed to agree 
with the latter section, though we must point out that where 
two combatants are about equally exhausted there is no im- 
mediate guarantee for the cessation of hostilities. It is only 
when one party has unmistakeably proved its superiority by 
thorough conquest that a permanent peace has any chance of 
being established. There is nothing to prevent the two great 
parties from resting on their arms, glaring mutual but impotent 
defiance fora series of years. We have elsewhcre in the pre- 
sent issue glanced at the position of affairs at Peking. Supposo 
the Imperial Cabinet have overruled Prince Kuve, and with 
genuine Chinese cunning, having learned the disaster the enemy 
has sustained in the departure of Burcevins, and all the Euro- 
peans who had taken suit and service, should prefer to try how 
the Imperialists too could hope to fare without the dangerous 
proffer of the aid of Western civilisation? The proverbial 
acuteness of the Celestials might teach them that as half a loaf 
is better than no bread, so it might be better to put up with 
chronic rebellion in the heart of the empire rather than forego 
empire itself by permitting the forcign barbarian to assist them 
upon his own terms, We confess we think this by no means 
an improbable policy to be adopted by the astute ‘artars, who 
are by no means so fast asleep as Mr. ToWNsEND seems to 
imagine. The return of BorGevine they will be amply justified in 
ascribing to the true cause—the low state of the Taiping finances, 
the solepoint in which the Imperialists haveanything likestrength. 
Unless Captain Osporn takes his fleet right up the Pei-ho, near the 
very walls of the capital, we do not see how the Tartar Cabinet 
are to be “taught to hear reason,” as a contemporary insists 
we must do with those very deaf and extremely stupid, and 
undoubtedly obstinate, and, withal, fremarkably sagacious states- 
men, who direct the councils of the Brother of the Sun. 

There is, however, one element which has hitherto been en- 


tirely overlooked. Who are the Imperialists and the rebels? ! 


‘We answer, advisedly, not one-third of the population. Whole 
provinces of the North and the remote West, and even South, 
know nothing of the rebels, though they do take an occasional 
turn at land-piracy on their own account, That man will have 
the fate of China in his hands who will enter it from the south- 
west drill and discipline the hardy mountain tribes along the 
West and south-west frontier,open communication with Rangoon, 
80 as to make all British Burmah his basis of operations, and 
renew, on a large scale, the Mahratta invasion of India. GORDON 
is free now to take Soo-Chow, we may suppose. But what would 
such a success as that be compared with the grand scheme of 
regenerating China through her own children ? 


THE ANGLO-CHINESE FLEET. 

Tae plot is evidently thickening at Peking. It now appears 
there is a Circumlocution-office of the best kind in that fortunate 
capital, which, instead of trying how not to do it, aims at 
having its own way in a very potential mood, yet with the 
happy knack of always seeming to be on the point of surrender- 
ing what is demanded of it. The present aspect of affuirs seems 
to,us to be singularly discouraging for the prospects of the 
Anglo-Chinese fleet. Its paymaster is at loggerheads with his. - 
official superior; its admiral has, with true sailor-like im- 
petuosity, trod rather heavily on the toes of the mandarin of 
the province which was to have been the scene of the-dashing 
sea-king’s first exploits, who is accordingly condemned to dance 
attendance in Prince Kune’s anti-chamber; and General 
Brown has started in a huff to call in the troops and guns he 
had lent the Imperialists. Where it will all end nobody seems 
to be able to conjecture. Mr. Horatio Netson Lay has all the 
pluck and decision of his great namesake ; but the energy and 
gallantry which might help Saerarp Osporn in the field are 
thrown away in the long-drawn debates and subtle negotiations 
of an Eastern Court intrigue. Moreover, he and the gallant 
captain are painfully remote from their supports. Colonel 
Gorpon is before Soo-Chow; those gunboats are at a long 
distance, What are two diplomatists to do without either moral 
or material force to back them? Why do they not place their 
fleet at the disposal of Prince Kuna, and appeal to his ambition 
to become the proprietor of a fleet with which he can play the 
part of the Protector Somerset or King JouN,as observance of the 
laws of Consoctus or the lust of power mayldictate. We presume, 
as Mr. Lay and Captain Ossorn assure us they are only desirous 
for the sake of British commerce of seeing a stable Government 
established, it will be matter of indifference to them which set of 
Chinese they victimise in the hostilities which we plainly per- 
ceive are looming in a not very remote future. Imperialist, 
Tai-Ping, or Kungite, the ARMstRona projectiles are no 
respecter of persous or politics, and will be found in the 
long run to be the representatives of the most stable form 
of government China has known for many a long day. 








THE CHINESE SLAVE TRADE IN PERU. 
On a barren and unsightly group of islands lying off the 
mainland of Peru, valuable from having been for ages the un- 








disturbed resort of sea-fow!, may be witnessed sufferings more 
dreadful and misery more extreme than in any other portion of 
thehabitable globe. The withered, loathsome, and diseased forms 
of Chinamen to whom these islands have been made a prison, 
and who, through every hour of daylight from year to year un- 
dergo penalties only due to unutterable crimes, con-titute the 
lingering records of a slave trade dating later than the British 
Act of Emancipation—the victims of one long continuous crime. 
The business of these Chinamen, who work in the company of 
Peruvian criminals and batches of Polynesians lately added— 
is to unearth the guano and stow it in the holds of vessels, Not 
only do they work under the lash of black taskmasters, but 
possess no means of recuperating wasted energies. Every 
movement conjures up a cloud of dust which the lungs inhale ; 
their wretched cane-built huts admit the life-destroying exhala- 
tions ; their miserable pittances of rice, served out to them as 
if to dogs, is not free from the contamination.; phthisis, accom- 
panied by nervous irritation, never fails to attack them ; their 
rest is measured by the short nights of a southern latitude, and 
even the Sabbath brings no respite to their exhausting toil. 
Of all the sails that come in view, not one ever brings them a 
message from the Celestial land—to them henceforth a land of 
silence. The culpability of those who consigned them to this 
doom—andamongthese are names ranking high in the mercantile 
world—does not simply consist in having inveigled them aboard 
ship under pretence of compensated emigration and a return 
to their own country in a given period, but involves responsi- 
bility for every human life thus destroyed, for every painful 
breath drawn in the suffocating dust and heat of those depo- 
sits, and the long agony of chronic complaints of the worst 
character induced by the subtle and permeating exhalations. 
They are like men taken from their deathbeds and made to 
work whilst a muscle iu the frame shows life ; and would make 
a phantom-like and ghostly company if gathered together for 
transhipment, Placed under an inferior and cruel race, who 
delight in lashing them up to working point whilst in a state of 
disease and exhaustion, a true portrayal of their condition 
would make a companion picture to any scene in Dante's In. 
| ferno, 
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These, then, ave the imported labourers of English and 
American brokers; the product of English and American 
convictions of the extreme sinfulncss of the slave trade. 
These men are met in the streets of London, Boston, and New 
York, retired from their establishments at Canton, Macao, 
and Cumsingmoon. Yankee cuteness was not wauting to pious 
deacons and substantial churchwardens of the Puritan capital 
of Massachusetts to discern the large pecuniary returns 
derivable from these novel ventures, which risked no- 
thing and gave quick returns, With a little of Sam Suick’s 
“soft sawder,” and any amount of lying, the thing 
worked to a charm, The Baltimore shipbuilders found a 
sudden and unprecedented demand for their tidy and swift 
sailing clippers, for profits were calculated by the number of 
passages rather than the capacity of the vessels, The maiket 
might soon be glutted, and the work must be quickly 
done. ‘The poor wretches stowed away in the hold, as 
soon as a gleam of their intended destiny shot across them, often 
rose and murdered the guiltless captain and crew. Americans, 
undoubtedly, had the largest share in this inhuman traffic— 
this bartering of ficsh and biood on false pretences to a nomi- 
nally Christian Government, but which, unfortunately, as 


events have shown, has uo conscience to reach, and puts uo! 


value on individual life. Of course it is now the business of 
those who gaincd their wealth from this traffic to silence 
inquiry and pretend forgetfulness ; solid and respectable 
people who make their acquaintance on the “ grand 
tour,” or at home, would be astonished if they only knew 
the origin of the wealth they are at such pains to display, 
or, in plain words, how they made their money. But with all 
this display, the conscious guilt attaching to such a career of 
infamy— 
“ Cannot be washed or worn away.” 

Shortly after the establishment of this journal, when the 
trade was in full activity, we laid before Earl Russeut facts 
which fully exposed its character, together with all necessary 
details, and urged upon his lordship the necessity of the Govern- 
ment so far intervening as to interdict the employment of 
British vessels in the business ; and on this suggestion a Bill to 
that effect was introduced into, and carried through Parliament. 
Owing to representations subsequently made to the American 
Government, a Bill similar in its provisions, and applying to 
American vessels, passed through Congress and received the 
assent of the Presipent. The slave interest was at the time 
in the ascendancy both in the Washington Senate and Cabinet, 
but this coolie business could not be tolerated even by the 
ewners of the rice and cotton fields of the South; and s0 
strongly was public opivion in the United States expressed on 
the subject that no attempt was made to evade the law, and the 
trade came toan end. Nut so its consequences. The Southern 
slave has happiness compared to this inhuman and barbarous 
serfdom. The question now is, cannot these consequences be 
mitigated ? Out of the enormous gains which the trade provided 
to the agents and brokers in China, conscience-money should be 
forthcoming to restore to their native land these helpless victims 
of oppression, with no appeal from their merciless task-masters 
but to a common humanity, and the monotony of whose pain- 
fal existence is only broken in upon by an unearthly scream 
heard now and then from some high cliff—a leap—a plunge 
into the deep blue waters of the Pacific, 


Since the above was written we have seen the following item 
in the Panama Star :— 


“ Our readers will remember that the Peruvian Government, after the 
kidnapping of natives from the Kanaka Islands had led to troubles with 
the French, intended to send back those of the unfortunate creatures that 
had survived the change of climate and other hardships. ‘T'wo vessels were 
chartered to convey back the rest, about 500. One of these vessels 
(Spanish) had marcely embarked her share when the small-pox broke 
out fearfully on board, and after many had died, the remainder were 
diserobarked again and put on board the other vessel, the d:/ante, Capt. 
Grassau, in addition to the 250 that were in her already. Capt. Grassau, 
accompanied by a Peruvian officer, put to sea with 429 men, with the in- 
tention to carry his load of miserable human beings back to their native 
islands, But on the third day out the small-pox made its appearance, 
and caused such a sad havoc, that the captain, fearing that all would have 
died before be should be able to reach his destination, made first for the 
Galapagos Islands, and seeing there was not fresh water nor victuals 
enough, went to the Cocos Islands, where he landed those that survived— 
about 230—on an uninhabited island with plenty of water, fruits, and wild 
hogs. That there was sufficient of those things which make life pleasant 
is shown by the fact that the steward and one of the sailors ran away in 
order to share with the Kanakas their fruits, hogs, and wives. Captain 
Grassau thence sailed for Puutarenas, where his vessel is lying now, whilst 


he is going back to Peru to receive orders from the Peryvian Government 
‘as to the Kanakas left behind.” 











OVERLAND COMMUNICATION WITH WESTERN CHINA. 
(LIVERPOOL ALBION. ) 

More than twelve months ago we directed the attention of our readers to 
this important subject, aud since that time numerous applications have been 
make to Government. by the various commercial chambers of the country, 
requesting that an official survey might be made of that part of Burmab 
which intervenes between our own possessions and the western provinces 
of China. It is with great satisfaction that we are now able to report tl 
thanks to these representations, and the unwearying efforts of Captain 
Sprye, the long-desired survey is about to be made; and though the scale 
‘on which the operation is to be conducted is so moderate as almost to pro- 
voke a smile, we anticipate from it results the magnitude of which it is not 
cu to limi 

lavirg already endeavoured to lay before the public a trustworthy ac- 
count of the products of the vast regions of Western China, and pointed 
‘out the reasons why a large trade may be expected to spring up when the 
means of communication with those populous districts is established, we 
do not purpose to say more on this point at present, but shall confine our- 
selves to a few words in explanation of why this short and apparently easy 
means of access to China ae not been adopted in modern times; for, as 
we have already shown, there is good reason to believe that the route which 
is now attracting the attention of our leading merchants is the identical 
one by which the ancient Egyptians received those products of China the 
presence of which in some of the oldest Egyptian tombs has puzzled the 
conjectures of archmologists. 
; Let us consider what the state of trans-Gangetic India was only a few 
} years ago. What was really known of China? A jealously-restricted 
‘trade with a few seaports, a few narratives of travels by adventurous ex- 
plorers, and doubtful assertions of the Chinese authorities, and we have all 
the sources of information which were available to us as to the products 
1 and resources of this gigantic empire. Of Burmah our knowledge was 
even more limited; that country was literally a terra incognita, and its 
rulers, practising the same methods as the Chinese for excluding foreigners, 
left it to the imaginations of European writers to describe these secluded 
regions as fancy might suggest. 

Confined to the limits of theirown country by the wildernesses of Si- 
beria and the mountain ranges of Thibet on the one side, and finding no 
outlets for their products among the thinly-peopled provinces of Burmah, 
the energies of the Western Chinese were directed to the cultivation of an 
inland trade with their fellow-subjec's, for which the huge rivers of China 
afforded considerable facilities ; and if an occasional adventurer from Yun 
Nan penetrated as far as Canton, and took home with him marvellous ac- 
counts of the outer barbarians, no idea was likely to occur to those among 
whom he lived that there was any better means of communication with 
these strange men in fireships than by the great watery highways with which 
a kind Providence had intersected their country. Hence it has happened 
that what we know of the products of Western China has been gathered 
from such of them as have filtered through to the Eastern ports by the 
toilsome and protracted route of the rivers, and any endeavours on our 
part to open a direct communication with Yun Nan and the adjoining 


provinces has been hitherto fruatrated by the jealousy of the Burmese 
rulers. 
































Now, however, that tho clouds of ignorance and prejudice are 
clearing away in the East, and the people and their rulers are be- 
ginning to appreciate the blessings which a free and unrestricted 
commerce gives, we look with confidence to the development of 
new sources of industry and new channels for commerce, bringing 
with them happiness and prosperity to millions of our fellow-creatures; 
and among the prospects which rise before the contemplative eye there is 
not one so simple, and yet so grand, or 80 worthy of our best attention, as 
the opcning of a highway through our territory in Burmah to the popu- 
lous states of Western China. ‘The first step has been taken; a survey 
is to be made. Of the consequences that will follow we have no doubt. 
A uew epoch is about to begin in the history of the East—another gem is 
about to be added to the diadem of British enterprise. 





NAVIGATION OF THE YANG-TZE-KIANG. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegrayh.) 

Sin,—Referring to Captain Bowers’ interesting letter on the navigation 
of the Yang-tze, &c., which appeared in your issue of the London and 
China Telegraph, Nov. 27 (extracted from the Times), I beg to hand you. 
the following remarks for insertion in your paper, if worth your considera» 
tion. 

‘The statements made by Captain Bowers I am fully able to corroborate, 
having latety been to- Hankow in a ship of 1,400 tons register, returning in 
the same vessel loaded, drawing over 19 feet. The fact of the return 
voyage having been performed without the vessel grounding must tend, in 
@ measure, to remove a little of that prejudice which is felt by merchants 
here against risks on the Upper Yang-tze. 

The navigation certainly requires an experienced pilot, and these being 
known to our merchants in China, and their number not being scarce, no 
difficulty is experienced on this point. The principal difficulty, as Cap- 
tain Bowers observes, is the Lang Shang crossing, but as this has lately 
been well buoyed, this danger is considerably lessened. This passed, the 
rapidity of the current is the chief drawback, from Silver Island upwards 
(about 450 miles), excepting when the river is at its bighest (which 
in some parts rises 30 feet), the banks of the river are then overflowed, 
causing the paddy-fields to be covered, consequently the land marks are 
lost, this necessitates, of course, great care and accurate knowledge of the 
water. The lead is, on such occasions, constantly kept going, as quickly 
as can be hore, in order to keep in the proper channel. At this stage of 
the river it is not prudent for sailing vessels to be towed up or down. 
It is not, however, necessary, as far as concerns tea ships proceeding 
from Shanghai to Hankow for the season's teas If quick despatch be 
given, a powerful steamer or two tugs to tow @ vessel up (which would take 
twelve to fourteen days), the loading and return voyage to Woosung could 
be accomplished in about twenty-five days, and the vessel at sea before 
the water is at its height. The second crop could be shipped when the 
river is falling, which is the hest time, provided the vessel does not get on 
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ich case, the water constantly falling (sometimes a foot a day), 
the vessel, in all probability, would remain]where she struck. 

‘The pian adopted in the return of the vessel above alluded to, was 
towing the ship stern foremost, so that in case of requiring to bring the 
ship to an anchor suddenly (which often occurs), she can do so without 
turning to meet the current. , 

‘Vessels loading teas at Hankow for England should anchor a little below 
the city of Woo Chang, immediately opposite the foreign honxs on the 
other shore, where there is no current, good anchorage, and where the 
loading could be effected as easily as in the finest harbour. By doing this 
many fatal accidents would be prevented, goods could be taken on board 
safely, and without danger to either shippers or the master of the vessel. 
Holding ground is good, and no difficulty is experienced in getting 
the anchors, whereas on 





the shore near to Hankow steamers have 
constantly to keep up steam in order to be in readiness should any 
Secident occur, Collisions, however, are constantly taking place, boats 
with valuable often capsized, as also passenger boats, sometimes all 
on board perishing, the Chow Chow water being very dangerous. An in- 
stance came under my notice of two boats, containing each five or six 
persons, being bodily taken down in crossing the Han, about 100 yards 
Fide: another of the tide sweeping a passenger boat containing twenty-five 
wna across a ship's bows, causing her immediately to break up, five men 
Pho clung to the chains being all that were saved. Large wood rafts 
are also constantly coming across the bows of vessels if lying well out in 
the stream. ‘This could be all obviated by anchoring on the opposite

The division of our 
army into three classes, one of which was absolutely exempt from cor- 
poral punishment under any. circumstances whatsoever, encouraged the 
Public belief that a wiser and a kindlier system had at length been defini- 
tively adopted. The recent occurrences at Woolwich give the lie to all 
these hopes and expectations. ‘They prove that manhood may still be 
outraged and degraded; that, for comparatively venial offences, a fellow- 
creature may still be scourged until he sinks upon the ground, fainting 
and sick, or until, in the extreme agony of his bodily suffering, bis brain 
ives way. One of the more recent victims had scarcely been removed 
rom the scene of his torture before he rushed upon a man with whom he 
had no personal quarrel, and tried, in the madness of his pain, in the 
frenzy of his indignation, to strangle him. The act was one of almost 
brutal ferocity ; but what else could be expected from man who had just 
endured the lash ? J

The Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London and China 
declared a dividend of 5 per cent. and a bonus of £1, 5s. per 
share (free of Income tax), for the current half-year, payable 
to the shareholders on the London register, on and after the 
Ist of January next ; and to the shareholders on the Bombay 
register, fifteen days after receipt of the outward mail of the 
18th instant. 

According to advices from Labuan, a stock of about 5,000 
tons of coal was on hand, the daily production being about 
100 tons, . The current sale price was $5 per ton, The com- 
parative value of this coal for steam purposes, it is stated, is as 
5 to 4 of Welsh steam coal. 

The sccond trial of Messrs. W. S. Lindsay and Co. against 
the underwriters on the steamer Harbinger for the loss of that 
vessel at Algoa Bay has ended in the following verdict and 
compromise :— 

‘The jury retired to consider their verdict, and after an absence of two 
hours and three quarters returned inte court, and answered the separate 
questions left to them, the result of which was a verdict for the defendant, 
on the ground that a prudent owner uninsured would not have abandoned 
the vessel. The jury were then sent back to assess the amount of damages 
for a partial loss, to enable the plaintiff to move the court above to enter 
the verdict for him for that amount. In the meantime the parties agreed 
to the following terms, the jury having been occupied eight days in the 
investigation of the case:—The jury to be discharged. "Each party to 
pay his own cosis, The underwriters, represented by their solicitors, to 
pay the plaintiff £4,500, over the sum paid into court, out of the fund de~ 
posited with them in their joint names, and the residue to be paid back to 
the underwriters. 

The Times publishes some remarkable statements on the 
coming and much needed increase in the supply of silver. ‘The 
yield in California is increasing ; a new silver region of @ hun- 
dred miles by forty has been discovered in the Argentine Re- 
public, at the foot of the Andes, and St. Arnaud, in Victoria, 
is described by miners working there as “ a silver Cornwall.” 
The depreciation in the value of silver is, therefore, likely to 
keep paco with that in gold, though it will be more quickly 
checked, as tho margin of profit to tho miner is considerably 
less. 

Tho bar silver by the last steamer was sold for Bombay at 
5s, 14d. per ounce, showing a rise of #d. compared with the

price obtained for the supply by the previous packet. In the 
interval, however, transactions have occurred at the present 
rate. The rest of the Mexican dollars by the Zusmanian were 
also disposed of for China at 6s. 1d. per ounce. 

The Messageries Imperiales Company makes known that the 
directors have resolved to propose, in the next general meeting, 
a resolution to the effect that the ‘30,000 provisional shares 
created for the estabiishment of the Indo-China lines shall be 
assimilated to the 80,000 old shares, and shall from the lst 
Jan. next participate like them in the advantages and charges 
of the enterprise.” In consequence of this the holders of the 
said provisional shares are required to pay, between the Ist 
and 15th Jan., the 125 francs remaining due on them. 

Mr. James Low’s circular states the total amount of specie 
shipped to the East from Great Britain during the last thirteen 
years. It will be secn that the shipments of gold in 1863 have 
been the largest on record, but that those of silver have been 
grenily exceeded in previous years, J)uring the thirteen years 
fully one hundred millions sterling of silver shipped from Great 
Britain have been absorbed in the East.
